Art Bolton From GAGY 

Art Bolton, NM6K, formerly 6AGY, was recently awarded 
the Quarter Century Wireless Association’s 80-year plaque 
(#17)! Art kindly submitted to an interview, recalling his early 
interest in code and ham radio. 

A Boy Scout Handbook provided the early trigger for Art’s 
first interest in learning the code. In the early part of 1920, Art 
and a neighbor, Bob Hatfield, strung a #12 galvanized wire 
between their houses in Berkeley, California and proceeded to 
work on what was then just a love of Morse code and the new 
electronics technology. Like any 13 year old Art says he spent 
many a night under the covers with a flashlight reading the 


Electro-Import Company catalog and other magazines on this 
hot new technology called radio. Using galena detectors they 
would listen to the coastal Navy station at Bolinas, California, 
honing their skills on the Morse messages. In October of 1920, 
Bob and Art went to the 2nd San Francisco Radio show. One of 
the booths was sponsored by the FCC, and after asking a couple 
of questions, the examiner encouraged him to take a license 
test then and there. Ten wpm was required and Art passed the 
test on the spot. The system must have worked pretty effi- 
ciently back then, because his license arrived a month later in 
November. The two letter calls had by that time already been 
taken, by the ‘key people,’ and Art’s call came in as 6AGY. A 
short time later it became NU6AGY, and later still W6AGY. 

Art built a one-tube receiver and his first transmitter had a 
straight gap, but was quickly improved upon with a rotary gap. 
Bob’s father was a Professor at UC Berkeley and had access to 
‘throw-away’ parts from the station at Bolinas, and these pro- 
vided a rich source for Art’s early home made equipment. Art 
has no trouble remembering the calls of such early hams as 
6AN who had a beautiful 500-cycle note using some much 
sought after Navy surplus equipment. He recalled Colin B. 
Kennedy, 6KN (and his wife Sophie, 6SK) who came out with a 
regenerative receiver with a tickler coil, (also one of the author’s. 
Ist radios!). Then there was Carroll Steffan, 6EX, who had a 
1kW rotary spark gap. There was Harold Babcock, 6BK and 
living across the street was Harold Silant, 6HN, who heard the 
first human voice over the radio in Art’s Berkeley neighbor- 
hood. Down the street was 6HM so we can see that the area 
around the university was a hotbed of early ham activity. Art, 
ever the technologist, moved on to phone about °22 or °23. 
These must have been the ‘good old days’ of ham radio and, to 
hear Art talk about it, he relished every minute of it. 

Around 1926 Art and a friend from the Carmel, California 
area were attending the recently opened College of San Mateo 
and decided it should have a college amateur radio station. 
They were allowed to set it up in an old house on Ninth Av- 
enue near Baywood Park, which served as an annex to the 
original college site before it moved to the Baldwin High School 
site. Their transmitter used an 802 final, which was good for 30 
to 50 watts. Art recalls the original college license as 6JC, and 
as the transmitter location moved with the progress of the col- 
lege it was variously 6JU, 6YU, and finally the present PBS 
broadcast station KCSM. 

Art let his license lapse in the late 30°s, marriage and a 
working stint in New York and Chicago keeping his mind on 
other issues. On returning to California around 1942, Art re- 
newed and got the call N6FQK. He and his wife Dorothy moved 
from Berkeley to Menlo Park in 1949, where he quickly set up a 
Ham Shack in the back yard. In a break with tradition, Art went 
looking at the local Ham store for a couple of books he wanted 
and ‘accidentally’ returned with ICOM 702. It was his first non- 
home-brew rig! About 1975, and thinking his call might raise 
eyebrows if used on a DMV license plate, Art persevered with 
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two trips to the FCC and finally passed his Extra class test, 
receiving his present call, NM6K. In 1986, Art and Dorothy 
took a trip to Egypt on a freighter that carried a small number of 
passengers. Art had his ‘new’ rig with him and was allowed the 
use of the radio room from midnight to 8AM. He admits, some 
nights he “didn’t get much sleep!” Obviously, over the years 
Art has gotten a lot out of ham radio and contributed a lot to it. 
Art is a long time member of the Palo Alto Amateur Radio As- 
sociation, and still attends most of the monthly meetings. 

In March 2001, Art was brought to the Chapter 11 lun- 
cheon for a surprise 80-Year plaque presentation by National 
Director and Chapter-11 President Jim Williams (K6HIO).

John Coleman W8SK 


W8SK, 80 Years in Ham Radio 

John, W8SK, who will be 95 come May was 15 when he 
received his license. At the time (1922) the calls already had a 
number and three letters. His, however, by a fluke, stood out 
from the list the school received with only 2 letters. Seems like 
his call, 8SJ, had been initially overlooked and was issued be- 
latedly. 

John grew up as a single child in Dayton and stayed there 
all his life. He is now living with his second wife (his first wife 
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died in 1985) on the 6th floor of a high-rise building with a 
majestic view of the Dayton skyline (see picture). Unfortu- 
nately building restrictions prevent him from operating a ham 
radio station. 

In the neighborhood where he grew up lived a ham by the 
name of Fred Hooven. By day he was developing for the Air 
Corps a so-called “intervelometer”, an instrument to control 
the release of bombs from an airplane. By night, however, Fred 
would fire up his rotary spark gap and fill the neighborhood 
with whining noise, which, of course, would get the attention 
of John. In particular, John remembers the transition of wheel 
going from full speed down to zero when it was eventually 
turned off. 

Subsequently John signed up for the “wireless club” at 
Parker HS, which was the “high tech” activity of its days. A 
sympathetic teacher, acting as adviser, instructed the boys in 
theory and code and not long thereafter John took the test and 
became the proud owner of a ham radio license. 

John immediately put up a flat top antenna and started 
experimentation with “old man spark” which resulted in not 
much beyond contacts with neighborhood boys his age. Soon 
John started working with tubes, a novelty at the time akin to 
what the switch from tubes to transistors was for us younger 
ones. However, when John went to college to study law, then 
got married and raised two children, ham radio had to take a 
back seat for a while. 

He picked up ham radio again at the time the Dayton 
Hamvention got underway. At that time he got heavily involved 
in 6m operation, which was at the time a hotbed of local activ- 
ity. There were surprises though as John remembers. One day 
out of the blue he heard and worked a station from Los Ange- 
les. Other than those occasional surprises all else was local 
traffic including a number of nets. He remembers the “Brown 
Sugar” net. What has that to do with sugar? Absolutely noth- 
ing. Just consider the two initials though and you get the idea. 

John never got to like CW and with the introduction of 
tubes he immediately started to work with phone. He was 
active on 10, 15 and 20 for a number of years and enjoyed many 
nice contacts. 

When setting up our interview, I found out what a busy 
life John has. Besides traveling to see his 2 children, who live 
in Maine and Minnesota, and the 5 grandchildren, he is also 
active with the Army Reserve, which he joined already in 1926. 
He was just getting ready to travel to Washington for the mid- 
winter meeting. During WW2 he was on active duty in the 
Army artillery advancing from captain to colonel. 

John, of course, is a member of QCWA no. 3919 and the 
Old Timers Club no. 461. He attends our local meetings as 
often as he can. We all wish the best of health and who knows, 
in another 5 years we might celebrate his centennial birthday.

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I was born in New York City in 1906 and later moved 
to Ridgefield Park, NJ in 1909.I was licensed 2CVF in 1922. 

While visiting a classmate, about 1918, I became in- 
terested in a gadget he called a “wireless” receiver, that 
emitted intriguing dots and dashes, which I thought, came 
from the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

I obtained an oatmeal box, some #24 DSC wire, from 
an older brother, who had an electrical contracting busi- 
ness in NYC, wound a considerable number of turns on 
the oatmeal box, put together a wooden frame, mounted a 
slider, cleaned the wire for contact and that was a tuner. 
Next came a crystal detector—a piece of galena and a 
cat’s whisker, and a telephone receiver. We still needed 
wire for an “aerial”, Once again my brother came through 
with 100 ft. of #14, a slate based 18" double throw knife 
lightning switch, which was a condition my father insisted 
upon for the aerial that ran from the attic to a tree in the 
back yard. 

After fiddling around to find a sensitive spot on the 
galena detector, and sliding the contact on the tuner, I 
finally was thrilled to hear some dots and dashes! (By 
this time a current amateur would probably have made 
WAC on SSB phone with a purchased transceiver!) 

One evening, I was sliding the tuner and was amazed 
to hear music, apparently coming from one of the first 
local broadcast stations playing “Margie”, “I’m Forever 
Blowing Bubbles” and other favorites. 

Next came a Ford spark coil, homemade O.T., a spark 


gap using two nails, a Boston Clapp-Eastham key and I 
was on the air, without a license, using my initials, as was 
the custom in those days. I had learned the code from a 
local broadcast station that put out code practice at 5, 10 
and 15 wpm every afternoon from 3: 30 to 4:00 P.M. 

| hooked up with a licensed ham, about 3 miles away, 
and he suggested it might be a good idea if I obtained a 
license. So, down to the R.I. in the Custom House in New 
York City and became “legal” with the call 2CVF, now 
W2CVF, which I have held for the last 80 years. 

Now legal, in succession, came a | KW Acme spark 
transformer and a Benwood enclosed rotary spark gap. 
Big DX! Boston and Chicago! Progressing with wireless 
advancements of the time came CW with a 202, 203 anda 
UX852. For the 1,000 DC, I removed the 15,000 volt sec- 
ondary on the spark transformer and replaced it with a 
hand wound coil that delivered 1000 volts AC. Rectifica- 
tion was achieved by lead and aluminum strips in 52, one- 
quart Mason jars (which was all my mother had) filled 
with a solution of Borax in water. 

My station license authorized wavelengths of 200 
meters with 190 and 170 meters as alternates! As time 
passed, came the development of the shorter wavelengths 
and their world of wonders—80, 40, 20, 15, 10, 5, 2.5 etc. 
DX on 80 and 40, at night, was all over the world; then we 
discovered that the same could be accomplished during 
daylight on 20 and lower. 

Organizations: ARRL; Ridgefield Park Radio & Tele- 
vision Club, 1930; 5 Meter Radio Assn. with meetings 
over the air, 1935; The Northern New Jersey Radio Asso- 
ciation, 1946; The Hudson Radiophone Assn. 1946; Quar- 
ter Century Wireless Assn. 1947: The Northern N.J. 
QCWA Chapter 77, 1974; The Old, Old Timers Club, Inc. 
1974; The Ozone Club, 1980; and Society of Wireless Pio- 
neers. 

During the “cold war” subsequent to World War II, 
organized an emergency net that covered Northern New 
Jersey. When R.A.C.E.S. was authorized by the FCC, was 
licensed to operate as Bergen county R.A.C.E.S. Officer. 
During the following two years, I acted as the weekly net 
control and authorized headquarters stations in 35 of the 
70 towns in Bergen county. 

My first employer, in 1924, was the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, under Dave Sarnoff and J.O. Smith 2ZL. 
After numerous jobs, during the depression, went to work 
for General Offset Co. Inc. as Comptroller in 1938 and 
retired in 1970 as Treasurer and a Director of that corpo- 
ration. 

In 1939 I married Rita Stanbrough and had 62 good 
years, until she passed away in 2001. We had 2 children, 
3 grandchildren and 4 great grandchildren. 

I have been on the air for the last 80 years and at 95, 
the Lord willing, I will be around to renew my W2CVF 
license when it expires in 2007. At any rate “W2CVF” al- 


ready appears on my gravestone, waiting for a final date. 
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Al Kahn K4FW 


Al Kahn K4FW was born in LaSalle, Illinois on July 9, 
1906, the son of a shirt manufacturer. He spent most of his 
youth in South Bend, Indiana. 

He became interested in ham radio when he was 13 
when his Boy Scout troop acquired a faulty E.1. Company 
“Wireless Set”. He volunteered to take it home and fix it. 
After about an hour’s work, he had it working and heard 
NAA - an early U.S. Navy station. He was hooked on wire- 
less and went on to become licensed as 9BBI at age 15. 

Al and several of his teenage friends in town held 
QSO’s on 200 meters; the only amateur band in those days. 
In 1922, he acquired a half-kilowatt rotary gap transmitter 
then built a Hartley oscillator using a UV202 tube. He used 
400 volts on the plaate and was able to get 10 watts input, 
with an antenna current of 1.3 amps. 

It was with this setup that Al made contact with Bob 
Baird U8CWR (now WONN) on November 17, 1923 in Day- 
ton, Ohio. They became lifelong friends and this led to 
their historic anniversary 40 meter QSO on November 17, 
2000. 

In the early 20's, Al started a small radio service com- 
pany that specialized in sound equipment. Seeing the need 
for microphones for public address systems, he began to 
experiment and develop a better microphone. There was 
such a demand for his superior microphones that he founded 
“Electro- Voice” to manufacture microphones. 

Among Al’s achievements while operating Electro- 
Voice was inventing the Differential Noise Canceling Mi- 
crophone and it resulted in an order for 100,000 micro- 
phones for the U.S. Marine Corps during WWII. 

After Electro-Voice merged with Gulton Industries in 
1969, Al left the company and teamed up with Jack 
Burchfield K4JU to form another company called Ten-Tec. 
Ten-Tec grew to become one of the finest manufacturers of 
ham-radio, commercial and military gear and was the first 
company in the industry to produce an all solid-state trans- 
ceiver, solid-state linear amplifier and the first multi-band 
QRP transceiver. 

Al is still active on all of the HF bands plus 6 and 2 
meters. He uses an OMNI VI Plus, a Hercules and a 6N2.

A Tribute to Jack W3GC 
I am sure many readers will recall notable items that they 
grew up with in Ham Radio, Some of your fondest memories 
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may be center around items such as, Mini Dux coils, HDVL 
plug in coils, with that great jack bar that they so nicely plug 
into. How about the B & W 5100 transmitters with that fantas- 
tic AM audio and lets not forget the real state of the art for 
1962, the first synthesized SSB transmitter, known as the B & 
W 6100. 

Talk about robust antenna turners during WWII. Every 
BC610 had that special tuner developed from Ft. Monmoth’s 
requirements specification, which required to tune a short whip 
over a very wide frequency range within the HF spectrum. The 
tuner was so successful, that it lasted well into the 60's, placed 
on top of the BC610 follow-on transmitter, the T368. 

Speaking of T368’s, that was B & W development. Totally 
band switched and very heavy duty. Then there were all those 
fantastic accessory items. Grid Dip meters, distortion meters 
for broadcast proof of performance measurements, signal gen- 
erators, SWR bridges and antenna kits. The list could go on 
and on. 

Having known Jack since the early 70’s, I have heard the 
stories from him many times and each time they have a fresh- 
ness that makes me feel like I was actually in the center of all of 
it. Jack is very proud of the accomplishments that he and Barry 
Barker created within B & W and he certainly has reason to be. 
I get to see Jack once a month at our Frog Radio Club. This is 
asmall club, with a maximum of 12 members that started in the 
late 30’s. This last meeting, Jack was seated at the head of a 
rather long table. I could hear the stories down at the other end 
as he continues to share those stories of his Radio Career. This 
time, it was about a counterpoise under an antenna!

Porcelain led to success 

It seems the Army in the early days of WWII were having 
a hard time trying to load 12" and 14" whip antennas. They just 
wouldn’t accept the power. Jack had heard of this problem on 
a Sunday. The Army was going to have a demonstration that 
following Saturday. 

At the radio school in New Jersey, he talked to his friend 
Barry Barker, later the other half of the B & W Company. The 
decided to design a tuner after working and testing them on 
such short notice. The were ready for the Saturday demo. 

On that Saturday, none of the other tuners passed the 
test. They had made theirs out of Bakelite, plastic and rubber. 
They all melted down or burned up. 

Jack’s tuner passed and he got the contract to build a very 
large quantity. But what can two people do to supply the de- 
mand? Jack went to a Vo-Tech school nearby and had kids 
come in after school to wind coils and assemble tuners in his 
shop. Soon it got too crowded so he rented an old factory 
building that was empty. Now they had a lot of room. 

But the the building was in a hard place to get to; one had 
to cross a small stream. 

And that was the start of B & W Co. who later on diversi- 
fied into transmitters and many other branches. 

The simple reason for Jack’s success was that he used 
porcelain insulators in his tuner.

Art Kay W5APX 


As a thirteen year old boy in 1923 I read an article in the 
magazine The Youths Companion by James Leo Mc Laughlin 
on how to build a crystal radio receiver on a pint ice cream 
container using a 120 turn tapped coil with a lot of paper fas- 
teners connected to the taps. The fasteners were placed close 
to the top and the coil tapped every so often and pulled up and 
wrapped around the fastener where it entered the container. 
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Likewise on the lid there were equally spaced fasteners that 
acted as switchblades to vary the inductance of the coil. An- 
other large paper fastener held a chunk of Galena that was the 
detector (or rectifier). When it was finished I hooked the con- 
traption to an antenna that [ had already put up and lo and 
behold I heard noise! At first the noise was just static, but 
suddenly there was a musical sound broken up in groups. I 
later checked with friends and learned I had actually heard the 
local coastal marine station sending a coded message. I waited 
for a broadcast station but never heard one. In those days 
they only transmitted when it suited them. 

[had several friends from high school who were also inter- 
ested in this new-fangled thing called radio. We practiced 
code, as we did not know anything else to do. Then suddenly 
a Zenith Radio dealer in Tampa opened a new broadcast sta- 
tion WMBR. It was on regularly and on several occasions 
announced that their chief engineer was going to teach radio 
classes at the studio on Friday and Saturday nights so school 
kids could attend. Our group of seven rode the streetcar each 
night to these classes and before long we went to the Post 
Office and sat before Department of Commerce representative 
(this was before the FRC or FCC) who gave the code and theory 
tests. We all passed. 

About this time my dad, who worked in a bank, was trans- 
ferred to a bank that needed help in Dunnellon, Florida. We 
rented a house with a room in the attic that became my ham 
shack. [had built a two-tube regenerative receiver for 40 meters 
and 5-watt Hartley Model 202 tube transmitter. I was listening, 
almost too afraid to try transmitting, but finally did and one of 
my friends, 4ACK answered my call. My first call letters were 
4ACC, no official prefix but unofficially all USA hams used a 
two-letter prefix NU, Canada used NC and hams in other coun- 
tries used similar prefixes. It took a while to get used to trans- 
mitting and then to hunting for signals. The forty-meter band 
was 7000 to 8000 KC (kilocycles ...not kilohertz). Everyone sent 
long CQs hoping someone would hear them. 

After a year my dad was transferred back to Tampa where 
I took on an after-school paper route. With my earnings I 
bought a UX210 tube (7.5 watts) for more transmitter power! 
My best DX was Cuba and Canada so far. 

In 1931 Imoved to Beaumont, Texas and became WSCDM. 
I soon went to work as a radio technician at the Central Fire 
Station. Although my boss wasn’t a ham he wanted to be one. 
At his suggestion we built a transmitter and used it with an 
antenna strung between the four-story fire drill tower and large 
water tank about 140 feet away. With the ham rig in the bottom 
floor office and an end fed Zepp antenna we worked all over 
the country. My boss was extremely pleased to be able to use 
the hobby to talk with other people who were hams that he 
knew and suggested that I apply for a portable call. I got 
WSAPX. 

Next I had the opportunity to take a job as a marine opera- 
tor with the U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey (at much higher 
pay - this was the great depression era). When the survey 
project ended I was offered my old job back at the fire depart- 
ment. 


After the Japanese bombed Pearl] Harbor more Public Ser- 
vices wanted radios for emergency communications. My boss, 
who was well known statewide and nationally with fire, police 
and signal groups, was asked by the local newly organized 
Civil Air Patrol if we could build transmitters for private planes. 
We build the first two or three, as we were able to get parts that 
had been frozen for civilian use through the boss’s contact 
with Fred M. Link who was manufacturing police two-way ra- 
dios. As there were very few radio technicians around I was 
frequently called on by various cities and sheriff departments 
as well as the Naval Base at Sabine Pass, Texas. During this 
period I put in very long hours with very little sleep. 

The Texas Forest Service wanted radios for timber protec- 
tion. We purchased several 100-watt factory-made ham radios 
that were forbidden to be used because Ham radio operations 
were suspended for the duration of the war. We converted 
these radios to their assigned frequency in the 2 mc frequency 
range and installed them around East Texas forest so they could 
communicate with the central office in Lufkin, Texas. 

As I had been a student of E. H. Armstrong’s writings 
about frequency modulation I was not surprised when Motorola 
announced their new mobile FM units. I was lucky enough to 
meet and become friends with Dan Noble, the Chief Engineer 
for Motorola who was also a long time friend of Armstrong. 
Shortly after the war ended I was approached by Motorola to 
open a Factory Authorized Service Facility. I soon opened 
Kay Electronics and operated it until my retirement in 1987. 

I hold a Radiotelegraph First Class Commercial License 
and an Extra Class Amateur License. I can also use Landline 
Morse Code. 

To me it has been a short 75 years and I have met many 
people and made many friends, both hams and otherwise. I 
only wish I could have another 75 to see what major changes 
will unfold, for there will be, and they too will be useful and 
interesting.

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I was born in Bellevue, Ohio, February 3, 1909. After several 
moves in my young life, we ended up in Omaha. This was in 1924. 
l entered Technical High School at age 15. My good friend Orville 
Weimer was 9AEZ at the time and introduced me to Ham radio. He 
had learned the code while in the Boy Scouts using signal flags to 
determine the dots and dashes. He invited me to stop by his shack 
and listen while he worked. This I did, but it wasn’t easy. He had a 
pair of Baldwin headphones with the green silk cord. He separated 
the phones and I listened in one and he the other. | soon learned 
the difference between a dot and a dash and wrote them down as 
they came. Numbers came easily but the words didn’t. It was a 
long time before I could put a sentence together. With his help, I 
applied for my license which, then was issued for one year. There 
were no prefixes in those days so my call was just plain 9EUT. 
Eventually ARRL or some ham may have suggested we use U 
meaning United States. Later ARRL did suggest we use N calls 
such as NU for United States, NC for Canada and NM for Mexico. 
Australia was then OA, New Zealand was OZ and other countries 
had different prefixes than they do now. 

My first rig was a Hartley Osc using a 201-A with 90 volts of 
B Battery on the Plate. I had a paper route at the time and I 
would pick up the discarded batteries from garbage cans along 
the route. I used dry cells to light the filament. The antenna 
system was a 65-foot wire for the antenna and counterpoise as 
required in those days. Later I improved my equipment with a 
TPTG rig using copper tubing coils wound originally on a roll- 
ing pin. The antenna for this rig was an off-center Hertz and the 
feed line was tapped off at 11.5 feet from the center. The feed 
line was attached to the plate coil. I used raw AC as I had no 
rectifiers at that time. I had traded my old Harley-Davidson 
Motor Cycle for a thousand-volt transformer. By this time I had 
saved up enough money to buy a 210 tube. I was criticized no 
end for using AC on the plate. I saw an article in QST where a 
rectifier using lead and aluminum plates suspended in a Borax 
solution would solve the problem. I took a dozen of my Mother’s 
pint fruit jars, got the aluminum sheets at the hardware store 
and lead at the plumbers. I filled jars with Borax solution and 
poured oil to keep the solution from evaporating and I was in 
business. I scrounged filter condensers here and there and 
had an NDC note meaning Near DC. My key was made from 
mechanical set parts. I was called a “side Swiper” if I remember 
correctly. In the darkness the jars would give off a glow. 

My receiver was also mounted on a board and also used 
“B” batteries and dry cells for filament. I wound the coils for 40 
meters from info in the ARRL Handbook. I used the small pea- 
nut tubes, but cannot remember their numbers. (When you get 
my age you are lucky to remember your name!) I again used 
tuning condensers from battery sets. Sockets and everything 
were screwed to a board and why it worked I do not know. | 
used headphones probably bought at Kresge’s 5 and 10. I still 
have QSL’s from 1928 and all original licenses back to 1927. 

As I advanced in know-how, I acquired the early gear but 
built myself a 500-watt linear using one of the surplus tubes. 
One of my receivers right after WW2 was a BC 348 receiver. I 
eventually traded it off for something better but can’t remem- 
ber what it was - HI HI. In a few years, I had obtained a Tele- 
graph 2nd and Telephone First Class License. In the 50’s I 
worked for WRL, for 5 years. Prior to that time I was with WOW 
Radio for 18 years. I left WOW for KFAB then to WRL, just to 
make it a bit clearer. An opportunity came up for me to join FAA

and was with them 13 years. I retired in 1970 from FAA and 
moved to North Platte, Nebraska and lived there for 27 years.

On August 12, 1927, —I was 15 years old—the Depart- 
ment of Commerce in New Orleans, La. issued my first license.

John J. “Jack” Kelleher, 

87, who retired from the Na- 

tional Aeronautics and Space 

Administration as a project manager for operational 

aspects of experimental communications satellites 

and Past President of the QCWA, died of cancer 
Feb. 28 at home his in Olney. 

Mr. Kelleher was born in New York and grew 
up in Red Bank, N.J. He became a licensed ama- 
teur radio operator in 1932 while he was in high 
school 

From 1932 to 1937, he was an Army radiotele- 
graph operator, then worked for RCA Communica- 
tions in New York from 1937 to 1940. He came to 
Washington in 1941 to work in the White House 
signals detachment. Later, he worked in military 
signals units in North Africa during World War II. 
From 1943 to 1962, he was a civilian project 
and program manager in the office of the chief 
signals officer in the Department of the Army in 
Washington. 

He joined NASA in 1962 and retired from 
federal service in 1969. But he continued to work 
in communications satellites for private industry, 
including National Science Labs, until 1991. 

Jack was a Life Fellow in the Institute of 
Electrical and Electronics Engineers (IEEE); 
Fellow in the Radio Club of America; Life Member 
of the Society of Wireless Pioneers (SOWP), Presi- 
dent of SOWP since July 1994. 

He was aradio amateur for 67 years; life Mem- 
ber of the American Radio Relay League; life mem- 
ber of the Quarter Century Wireless Association 
(QCWA), member of the QCWA’s Board of Direc- 
tors and President of the QCWA from 1996 - 1998. 

He received the U.S. Army medal for Meritori- 
ous Service 1960; NASA Exceptional Service 1969 
and the IEEE Centennial Medal 1984. 

His first Wife, Charlotte Lillian Sigrist Kelleher, 
died in 1979. 

Survivors include his Wife, Margaret 
Jacobson Kelleher of Olney; four sons from his 
first marriage, Thomas A., of Woodbridge, John J. 
Jr., of Arlington, and David P. and Gerald C., both 
of Annandale; three stepchildren, Richard 
Jacobson of Chalfont, Pa., Arthur Jacobson of In- 
dian Head and Michael Jacobson of Clarksville; 
15 grandchildren; and one great-grandchild. 


Marconi - Father of Tropo? 
By William T. Burke W1LDG 


I know that much has been written about the vision of the 
great Marconi but perhaps his experiments with over-the-hori- 
zon transmissions at microwaves in the 1930s are not so well 
known. 

The following is from a paper by Dr. Thomas J. Carroll 
given in 1956 at the International Colloquium on Propagation 
at Paris, France, entitled “Microwave Propagation Well Be- 
yond the Horizon from Marconi to the Present”. 

In December 1932 Marconi said “ Long expe“rience has 
taught me not always to believe in the limitations indicated by 
purely theoretical con-siderations or even by calculations. 
These, as we well know, are often based on insufficient knowl- 
edge of all the relevant factors. I believe, in spite of adverse 
forecasts, in trying new lines of research, however un-promis- 
ing they may seem at first sight. In regard to the limited range 
of propagation of these microwaves, the last word has not 
been said. It has already been shown that they can travel roung 
a portion of the earth’s curvature, to distances greater than 
had been expected, and I cannot help but remind you that at 
the very time when I first succeeded in proving that electric 
waves could be sent and received across the Atlantic Ocean in 
1901, distinguished mathematicians were of the opinion that 
the distance of com-munications, by means of electric waves, 
would be limited to a distance of only about 165 miles.” 

In the summer of 1933 Marconi set up a 500 Mcps experi- 
ment with 25 watts of power in reflectors of two meters aper- 
ture, between the Italian mainland and his yacht Elefctra. In 
describing his experiment, he said “In spite of the fact’ that the 
optical distance was only 30 kilometers, the radio telephonic 
and radio telegraphic signals sent by the transmitting station 
and received on the yacht were with clarity, great strength, 
and regularity at a distance of 150 kilometers, that is at 5 times 
the optical distance”. 

Dr. Carroll noted that the description of the 1933 experi- 
ments on 500 Meps were first read to him in an English transla- 
tion from the Italian original in March, 1956 , and to the best of 
his knowledge, no contemporary propagation specialist was 
aware of the prophetic little paper published in Italian by 
Marconi in 1933. 

One wonders if we should call Marconi the father of tropo 
in addition to his HF contributions. As Armstrong said in 1958 
“When we remember the low power available for transmission 
and the crudeness of the equipment with which Marconi ac- 
complished the 168 mile transmission, and consider the in-com- 
parably superior equipment that has been available to us from 
the techni-cal developments of World Warll, the wonder is 
that his prophecy’ went so long unheeded, and that the inves- 
tigations of the past few years were so long deferred. Certain it 
is that with the tools at hand, we have taken a long time to 
catch up with the the prophecy.” 

The author worked at the MIT Lincoln Laboratory investigating 
and developing equipment utilizing the tropospheric mode of trans- 
mission. Also working there as an ionospheric researcher was Dr. 
Thomas J. Carroll who later presented a paper in France reveraling 
Marconi’s previously unkwown experiments with tropo. 
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My Cousin Raymond 


Tonight is the second time in my life that I’m spending the 
night with my cousin Raymond. It reminds me of a warm, spring 
evening 27 years ago, which was the first time I spent the night 
with my cousin Raymond. There is a great age difference be- 
tween us. Raymond had been a Marine in the Second World War, 
and was already well into middle age. On the other hand, I was 
eleven years old, and struggling at the time to come to grips with 
the recent death of my grandfather. 

Raymond and my grandfather had always been close. 
Though he lived an hour’s drive away, Raymond visited him on 
an almost weekly basis, usually on Saturdays, around noontime. 
My family lived across the cow pasture from my grandparents, 
so I was usually around whenever Raymond showed up. As far 
back as I can remember, Raymond was always telling my grandfa- 
ther about the people and places that he had spoken to on his 
radio. I will describe my grandfather's interest in these radio tales 
as “polite”. That is, he was interested only because Raymond 
enjoyed it. Otherwise, I’m sure my grandfather could not have 
cared less. However, this was a Saturday ritual that went on for 
years. 

In the spring of 1975, my grandfather had been deceased for 
three months, and my family had moved into the big house that 
had been my grandfather’s. It was a Friday afternoon when 
Raymond stopped by for a short visit. This was the first time he 
had been back to the house since my grandfather’s death. When 
Raymond and my father had finished talking, and as he was about 
ready to leave, I asked him if he had talked to anyone on the radio 
lately. He turned to me with a big grin on his face and a twinkle in 
his eyes, and said, “come on home with me, and I'll show you.” 
[had a change of clothes tucked under my arm before my parents 
had a chance to change their minds, and Raymond and I were out 
the door and gone. 

I can remember it now like it was yesterday. We were sitting 
in the den of his house, surrounded by hunting trophies. Raymond 
dialed in a particularly strong station, called him, and when the 
voice on the other end said that he was on a boat in the Gulf of 
Mexico, I thought that was the most amazing thing I'd ever heard. 

That night, after supper, Raymond let me listen for hours, 
until there were no more signals left to hear. As he sent me off to 
bed, he told me to get up early so I could hear some signals from 
across the Atlantic. 

The next morning, by the time I woke up, Raymond was 
already on the air, talking to his friends in England and Sweden. I 
instantly knew that these were the same stations that Raymond 
used to tell my grandfather about. Some were strong and easy to 
hear, others were in the static, but it was all the most fun I had ever 
had. One of the stations I can still remember, Bert, SM7ATD. Bert 
is a silent key now, but I had heard Raymond talk about Bert for 
years. Bert had learned English by talking to Raymond, and 
Raymond had given my grandfather updates about Bert on an 
almost weekly basis. And here I was actually listening to him, and 
he was telling me “hello”. 

Within two years, [had my Novice license. My father loaned 
me $200, and I immediately went to work after school to pay off

the loan. I am proud to say that I have had a job continuously 
since then. 

The next Saturday, Raymond showed up with a second hand 
Heathkit SB-102 that he had found for me, and I gave him the 
$200. To this day, I still think the SB-102 is the best looking radio 
ever made, and I have one sitting right beside the more modern 
equipment in my shack today. 

After he and I placed the equipment in my “shack”, he showed 
me how to build a rotary dipole for 15 meters. Within an hour, I 
was on the air. Sometime that afternoon, Raymond slipped out of 
my shack while I was engrossed in a QSO on 15 meters. 

That was a generation ago. In that time, I’ ve grown up, served 
six years around the world as a U.S. Marine, and married a wonder- 
ful lady who understands my love for radio. Between us, we now 
have a five year old daughter that is the joy of our lives. But never 
during that time have I been without my radio. Raymond and I 
have probably talked on the air, on average, maybe 3 times a week 
for the past twenty-five years. | have made friends around the 
world through him, and have had the good fortune to meet some of 
them in person. All in all, it has been a wonderful adventure. 

As I said, tonight marks the second time in my life that I’ve 
spent the night with my cousin Raymond. As I write this, Raymond 
is laying in a hospital bed now, fighting to recover from a stroke, 
and this evening it is my turn to watch over him. Tonight, I’ve had 
a lot of time to think about these things. Maybe it is because this 
evening is a warm, spring, Friday night that reminded of a similar 
night 27 years ago. Whatever the reason, I don’t think I’ve ever 
thanked Raymond. That’s what I’m attempting to do now. 

You see, this generation is rapidly leaving us. It is the best 
and toughest generation our nation ever produced. Raymond is 
a good representative of these children of the Depression and 
young men of World War 2. But what they accomplished, and 
how they shaped our world... and how he shaped my life... Thank 
you Raymond. 

Much has been written in recent years about the spirit of 
amateur radio. I can tell you about the spirit of amateur radio, 
because I come home from work every night and answer messages 
from all over the world from hams asking about Raymond. When I 
get on the air, | am overwhelmed at times by the number of stations 
asking me about Raymond and how he is doing. Though you’ve 
never heard him in a pile-up, he has more friends around the world 
from forty years of ragchewing than there are DXCC countries to 
be counted. The spirit of amateur radio is strong. 

Likewise, much has been written about the future of amateur 
radio. The great generation that created the golden age of ama- 
teur radio has now earned their rest, and many of them are leav- 
ing us now. but I can tell you that whether Raymond returns to 
the air (I wouldn’t bet against him or anyone of that generation), 
or even if his microphone goes silent forever, the future of ama- 
teur radio is secure. This great generation has secured their legacy 
within the amateur radio community. They have passed both 
their love for, and the traditions of, this great hobby to us. Ama- 
teur radio will continue to evolve, but the traditions and the love 
of it will endure intact. To W4GXT, Thank You.

Repeaters 
Q. What is a repeater? 
A. Section 97.3(a)(39) says a repeater is an amateur 


station that simultaneously retransmits the transmission of 
another amateur station on a different channel or channels. It is 
a unique type of operation for which the rules authorize special 
privileges. This definition establishes the scope of our opera- 
tions to which the special privileges apply. 

Q. What are the special privileges for a repeater? 

A. In Section 97.205, subparagraph (d) authorizes a 
repeater to be controlled automatically. Subparagraph (e) 
authorizes limiting the repeater to certain users. It also excuses 
from the remotely controlled station requirements in Section 
97.213 any ancillary functions available to users on the 
repeater’s input channel. Subparagraph (g) excuses the control 
operator of a repeater from accountability for communications 
that the repeater retransmits inadvertently. 

Q. What is an ancillary function? 

A. In the context of Section 97.205(e), the word ancillary 
makes it possible for a repeater to provide its users with the 
ability to store and retrieve messages, access an autopatch, link 
with another repeater, etc., without the need for the user to take 
on the responsibility of the repeater’s control operator. 

Q. What are the frequencies that may be used by a 
repeater? 

A. Section 97.205(b) together with Section 97.301 
authorize a repeater within ITU Region 2 to transmit and receive 
on channels in VHF segments at 51.0 - 54.0 MHz, 144.5 -145.5, 
146.0 -148.0 MHz, and 222.15 - 225 MHz. 

The UHF repeater segments are at 420.0 - 431.0 MHz, 
433.0 - 435.0 MHz, 438.0- 450.0 MHz, and the 33 cm, 23 cm and 
13 cm bands. 

Repeaters are authorized to use all amateur service 

SHF and EHF bands. 

Additionally, a repeater station having a control 
operator holding a General, Advanced or Amateur Extra Class 
operator license is authorized to transmit and receive within the 
HF segment at 29.5-29.7 MHz. 

Q. Can my station use amateur service frequencies 
outside the repeater segments to retransmit from other 
amateur stations? 


A. Your station can retransmit, simultaneously or delayed, 


transmissions of another amateur station under the general 
station operation standards in Subpart B of the FCC rules. 
However, such operation does not qualify for the special 
privileges afforded to repeaters. Note that Section 97.115(f) says 
that no amateur station, except an auxiliary, repeater or space 
station, may automatically retransmit the radio signals of 
another station. The usage of the term automatically retrans- 
mits limits your station’s retransmissions to those that are 
manually activated by the control operator. 

. Where in the rules are the technical standards for 
repeaters stated? 
A. There are no technical standards in the FCC rules just 
for repeaters. Many years ago, the amateur service community 
established the basic standards in widespread use; such as the 
input channel frequency offset and channel spacing. The fact 
that they have endured and continue to serve us so well is a 
tribute to the hard work and foresight of our repeater pioneers. 


Q. What is a channel? 

A. Although the amateur service rules use the term 
channel, the term is not defined therein. It is that narrow 
segment of radio spectrum occupied by most of your station's 
transmitted signal. In the broadcasting services, each desig- 
nated channel has been assigned a number. TV viewers are 
familiar with these, although they may sometimes wonder why 
there is no TV Channel 1! Most of us simply state the reference 
frequency to indicate our channel of choice (7.035 MHz or 
14.347 MHz, for example). The segment of spectrum occupied, 
of course, is more than a single frequency. It is a band several 
Hz, kHz or even MHz wide, depending upon the emission type. 
Q. What is a remote base? 

A. The term remote base does not appear in the amateur 
service rules. It is borrowed from the land mobile radio services. 
Using much of the same technology as our repeaters, amateur 
operators construct and operate systems of amateur stations 
linked together for the purpose of providing communication 
coverage over specific areas. Our repeaters, in a sense, are an 
outgrowth of earlier work carried out as remote base activity. 

Q. Our repeater transmits W3BE/RPT as the station ID. 
Is the indicator RPT required? 

A. No. The rules do not require an indicator in the station 
identification announcement, but Section 97.1 19(c) authorizes a 
self-assigned indicator. Including an indicator such as R or RPT 
is a widely accepted way to make known to listeners that the 
station is being operated under the special rules for repeaters. 
Q. What is coordination? 

A. Section 97.3(a)(22), in effect, defines coordination as a 
process whereby a frequency coordinator recommends transmit/ 
receive channels and associated operating and technical 
parameters to amateur stations in order to avoid or minimize 
potential interference. 

Q. Must our repeater is coordinated? 

A. No. The FCC rules do not require any amateur station 
to undergo a formal coordination process. If your repeater is in 
an area where repeaters are few and far between, our traditional 
informal coordination process of hear-and-be-heard may be 
sufficient to avoiding causing harmful interference. In many 
areas, however, there are so many repeaters that formal coordi- 
nation may be the only practical way to make certain that a 
repeater is operated without causing interference to another 


repeater. 
Q. What is harmful interference? 
A. Section 97.3(a)(23) says that harmful interference is 


any interference that endangers the functioning of a radio 
navigation service or other safety services or seriously de- 
grades, obstructs or repeatedly interrupts a radio communica- 
tion service operating in accordance with the international 
Radio Regulations. 

Q. Don’t the rules say that no frequency will be assigned 
for the exclusive use of any station? 

A. Yes. Section 97.101(b) says that exactly. The ability to 
select your station’s transmitting channel and emission mode is 
the fundamental privilege that makes the amateur service so 
interesting. It is the very reason that our amateur service 
community is composed of highly capable persons intrigued by 
radio technology. It allows us to enjoy an astonishing network of 
repeaters worldwide. As with most privileges of real value, 
however, it carries with it a critical responsibility. We are expected 
to share our spectrum wisely. Note that Section 97.101(b) also says 
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that each station licensee and each control operator must cooperate in 


selecting transmitting channels and in making the most effective use 
of our spectrum. Hams have an outstanding record of doing that 
exceptionally well. 

Q. Why should we have our repeater coordinated? 

A. The most compelling reason for your repeater to be 
coordinated is given in Section 97.205(c): “Where the transmissions 
of a repeater cause harmful interference to another repeater, the two 
station licensees are equally and fully responsible for resolving the 
interference unless the operation of one station is recommended by a 


frequency coordinator and the operation of the other station is not. In 


that case, the licensee of the non-coordinated repeater has primary 
responsibility to resolve the interference.” 

Q. What are the other reasons our repeater should be 
coordinated? 

A. Coordination is an excellent method for your repeater to 
comply with the spectrum-sharing requirement in Section 97.101(b). 
Additionally, when your repeater’s operation is coordinated, your 
station licensee has a strong argument that good amateur practice is 
being followed, as required by Section 97.101(a). 

Q. Our repeater is coordinated, but it receives interference 


from another repeater. The other repeater is also coordinated and its 


station licensee complains that it receives interference from our 
repeater. It is really annoying to the users. Who is responsible for 
resolving this matter? 

A. During any period when one repeater Is interfering with 
another repeater, the control operator of the repeater causing the 
interference may be in violation of Section 97.101(d). This rule says 
that no amateur operator shall willfully or maliciously interfere with or 
cause interference to any radio communication or signal. When each 
repeater causes interference to the other, the licensee of each station 
is responsible for resolving any interference caused by that station. 
Both of them should work together to arrive at a satisfactory solution. 
They might ask their coordinator to revisit its recommendations. The 
answer may be to make modifications in the operating and technical 
parameters for either or both stations. For instance, a workable 
solution may require adjusting antenna coverage, lowering radiated 


power levels, implementing receiver tone control squelch, moving one 


or both stations to a different channel or time-sharing use of the 
channel. 

Q. Many years after our repeater was in operation, the 
frequency coordinator gave our channel to another station. What is 
the FCC going to do about that? 

A. You can expect that if your repeater remains in operation on 
the channel and causes interference to the other repeater, the FCC 
may issue to your repeater station licensee a Notice of Apparent 
Liability for causing harmful interference to radio communications in 
violation of Section 97.101(d). For the good of the amateur service, 


please don’t ask the FCC to overrule your area frequency coordinator! 


If it were to do so — and let’s hope that it never does — it would 
mean that the FCC has lost confidence in our ability to coordinate our 


repeaters. 
Q. Why don’t we receive credit for being on the channel first? 
A. Maybe your frequency coordinator did take your prior use 


claim into consideration. Apparently it has decided that your claim to 
the channel is outweighed by the need for a more effective arrange- 
ment of repeaters in your area. 

Q. There is no frequency coordinator in our area. If another 
repeater causes interference to our repeater, which station licensee 
must resolve the interference? 


A. Because your repeater is uncoordinated, its station 
licensee has primary responsibility to resolve the interference when 
the other station is coordinated. If the other repeater is also 
uncoordinated, both station licensees are responsible for resolving 
the interference. 

Q. Does the FCC select our coordinators? 

A. No it does not. The FCC does not select the frequency 
coordinators in the amateur service. 

Q. Does the FCC specify how we must go about selecting 
our frequency coordinator? 

A. No it does not. The FCC does not specify how our 
frequency coordinator is selected. 

Q. Whoselects the frequency coordinator? 

A. Section 97.3(a)(22), in effect, designates the amateur 
operators in your area whose stations are eligible to be repeater 
stations to select the entity that they recognize as their frequency 
coordinator. This is a wonderful show of confidence in the FCC 
rules of our ability to operate our extensive system of repeaters 
effectively. 

Q. Who are the amateur operators in my area whose 
stations are eligible to be repeaters? 

A. A station licensed to a Technician, General, Advanced or 
Amateur Extra Class operator is authorized by Section 97.205(a) to 
be a repeater station. Further, these persons are authorized to be 
the control operator of a repeater, subject to the privileges of the 
class of operator license held. 

Q. Where in the rules are the technical parameters our 
coordinator must use to arrive at its recommendations? 

A. The FCC does not regulate our coordinators; hence, there 
are no requirements in the rules specifying the technical parameters 
or other considerations that our frequency coordinators must 
observe in arriving at its recommendations. Moreover, there is no 
regulation prohibiting your coordinator from revising its review 
process as it sees fit. 

Q. Our frequency coordinator is not doing its work the way 
we want it to. How can we make it more responsive to our needs? 
A. Making your frequency coordinator more responsive to 
your needs is something that must be done by the amateur 
operators in your area whose stations are eligible to be repeaters. 
One way, of course, is for them to switch their support to an entity 
that performs the work more to your liking. 

Q. How was the frequency coordinator for our area 
selected? 

A. You will have to find the answer to that question from 
your coordinator. You played a part in the selection process 
although your role was, most likely, a passive one. The work of the 
frequency coordinator is one of the many volunteer activities 
carried out in the amateur service community. It is often very 
difficult, thankless work. In many areas, it is sometimes seemingly 
impossible to arrive at an arrangement whereby another repeater 
can fit into the overall landscape within the bounds of the FM 
technology most of our repeaters currently employ. Fortunately, we 
have in our ranks, highly capable people who are dedicated to 
meeting the challenges of coordination. Far too many of us take 
our coordinators for granted. For the good of the amateur 
service, please support them in every way that you can.

Andy first became interested in radio in 1928 while 
he was in high school. His first project was to build a 
crystal set. With this crystal set, he could hear several 
local stations! After that, a friend of his sold him some 
radio parts and he started building some simple radios 
with information he gained from QST. As he became 
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more proficient in building radios, he purchased parts 
from the local SS Kresge 250 - $1.00 store which at that 
time, sold radio parts. Most of these parts were from a 
small company in Chicago, the Pilot Radio Co. He built 
his first short wave radio called a “Wasp”. Later, as he 
gained experience, he bought a 4-tube, Pilot “Super-Wasp” 
radio-with 10-plug-in coils (5 bands)-from his local high 
school radio club.

In 1932, he took his exam for a temporary amateur 
radio license from W9GFS. Soon after, he took his exam 
from radio inspector at the local post office, receiving 
station license W9LDY and operator (general) license. 
Later, he bought a Gross transmitter chassis, which used 
47, 46 and a pair of 46 tubes in the parallel output stage. 

In 1933, he went to the Chicago’s world fair where he 
had the opportunity to operate W9HJO, which was set up 
for visiting amateurs to operate. Andy had another no- 
table experience. In 1938, he saw Ted McElroy demon- 
strate his ability to copy Morse code at 70 wpm on a mill 
at the Chicago National Amateur Hamfest. 

Andy attended Purdue University and Dodge Radio 
and Telegraph (Valparaiso Tech), where he completed 
their courses in Radio and Telegraph. While at Dodge 
Radio and Telegraph, he also demonstrated code and 
sent code practice to other classes. He received his Ist 
class radiotelephone and 2nd class radiotelegraph li- 
censes in Chicago. 

He also taught radio trainees from Ft. Knox code 
and operating procedures. When the war broke out, Andy 
joined army and was sent to Ft. Sill, where he taught 
code and radio repair through the end of war. 

After the war, he joined U.S. Steel Corp. in Gary, In- 
diana. As an electronic technician, he built inter-com 
and TV systems, installed carrier-current radios and 
controls as well as installed 2-way radios for plant pro- 
tection and the garage truck fleet. Andy worked for U.S. 
Steel 30 years. 

In 1986, Andy’s wife became ill and they moved to 
Texas to be with their daughter. At that point, he traded 


his W9LDY call for his current call, W5VTA. While in 
Texas, he was a member of the E] Paso Amateur Radio 
Club and El Paso Chapter 64, QCWA.

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(A journalistic history of the life and times in Amateur radio of George Hart, WiNJM) 


The Great Discovery 

It was a crucial time in the history of 3NF and my budding 
enthusiasm for amateur radio. Bunch seemed to have lost in- 
terest, spent a lot of time running around in his flivver with 
George Suydam and their close circle of girls. Sometimes Bunch 
brought a girl to his radio room, and on such occasions I was 
excluded. I waited, trying to be patient, still operating “the rig” 
but having little success, and eventually I found him sitting on 
his bed thoughtfully contemplating the transmitter. 

“Wonder what’s wrong with it?” he mused. I made a num- 
ber of eager suggestions, but he completely ignored them. 
What I wanted most of all was for him to apply his great knowl- 
edge of electronics to the problem, fully confident that he could 
solve it. He rummaged around until he found the QST diagram 
containing the circuit he had used when building the transmit- 
ter and perused it studiously. 

“Wonder what that is?” he asked himself, and when I in- 
quired “What?” he pointed to a series of loops in the plate 
voltage line marked, simply, RFC. He reread the text of the ar- 
ticle but found no reference to it, but under the diagram it 
explained that RFC was a coil of wire. He remembered having 
seen it when building the transmitter but having ignored it. “It 
can’t be anything important,” he continued, still talking to him- 
self more than to me, “but what the hell, I’ve tried everything 
else, I'll make one.” Whereupon, he cut off a piece of broom- 
stick, wound some ‘wire around it, fastened it to the stick with 
tacks and connected it in series with the high voltage lead from 
the transformer. He then “fired up” the transmitter and pressed 
the key. 

The plate of the 210 tube didn’t turn red as it usually did, 
and the transformer did not groan, as was also customary, only 
made a small humming sound. The RF meter in series with the 
antenna lead, which normally barely moved, deflected to three 
quarters of full scale. 

“Holy smokes!” I exclaimed. 

“Whatsa matter, George?” he said, grinning at me. 

“The meter’s broke!” 

“} don’t think so.” He turned on the receiver, tuned around 
until he heard a CQ and called. He received a prompt answer 
and a report of R-8, one of the highest we had ever received. In 
the next ten minutes he made three more contacts on three calls 
and received R-8 from two of them, R-9 from the other. 

“T think we solved the problem,” he said, and continued 
operating. I was itching to get at the key, but Bunch was not 
about to relinquish it. When I pleaded with him to let me have 
a crack at it, he snarled at me and sent me downstairs to bed. 
Some time later he awoke me from a sound sleep. “Wake up, 
George!” he said, shaking me. “I worked three sixes. Condi- 
tions are great, but I'm going to bed. If you want to operate, get 
up.” 

“What time ts it?” 

“Four thirty. I can’t stay awake any more, but if you want 
to operate, come on up, Just be quiet.” 


It was a Monday morning in midwinter, 1928. I rolled out of 
bed, put on a warm bathrobe and went upstairs. The kerosene 
heater was going, but it was still a little chilly in the big room. I 
sat down and started operating, shivering, but soon got so 
interested in the activity on the band (80 meters) that I forgot 
my discomfort. There weren’t many signals, but no other noises 
either, such as we usually had to contend with during the day. 
I operated until daylight, managed to work a7 in Montana and 
another one in Idaho, called several 6’s but got no answers. At 
7 o'clock I had to quit to get ready for school. During the day, 
in school, I bragged to several companions that I had talked by 
radio to stations in Montana and Idaho, but no one believed 
me. I believe they thought I was a little cracked, and some of 
them moved away from me. All day I walked on clouds. 3NF 
had an outstanding signal, at last! I could hardly wait to get 
home and do some more operating. 

But when I got there, Bunch had dismantled the 210 and 
was reinstalling the 852. As usual, he ignored my protests, and 
when the work was done he sat and operated for hours while I 
stood by. It amazed me that the plate of the big tube no longer 
glowed red and the big transformer no longer groaned when 
the key was pressed. Not only did we receive answers to all 
calls, but a CQ brought several responses, and all reports were 
R-8 or R-9. Bunch had to put a shunt on the RF meter to keep it 
from going off scale. The plate current milliammeter deflected 
to 100 ma. It was a happy time. 

But our signal reports, although much improved in 
strength, still were AC in tone. I didn’t care about this, but 
Bunch was never satisfied, and now he lusted for a “DC note.” 
Back into operation went the rectifier tubes, filter choke and 
filter condenser. And lo and behold! the first contact reported 
us R-9 PDC (pure DC). The noise made by the transmitter in our 
regenerative receiver was quieter, loud clicks instead of the 
roar it had previously produced, Bunch operated from the 1000 
volt taps on the transformer to try to save the poor overloaded 
rectifier tubes, but this seemed to make little difference in sig- 
nal strength despite what must have been considerable volt- 
age drop. We had an outstanding signal with a DC note. I 
hoped now that Bunch would leave the rig alone for a while. 


“PHONE” 


Such a hope was dashed, however, when he decided to go 
on phone. This was accomplished by procuring an old upright 
telephone with the receiver removed and “loop modulating” 
the signal. A coil of two or three turns was wrapped around the 
tank coil of the transmitter with leads to the carbon telephone 
mike. This produced a combination of amplitude and frequency 
modulation of questionable quality but none-the-less under- 
standable at the receiving end. We remained on phone for per- 
haps two weeks, at first basking in the uniqueness of commu- 
nicating by this method as contrasted to CW, but very soon 
growing-tired of the-same.old chatter and relative difficulty in 
establishing and maintaining contacts. Besides, considerable 
RF voltage found its way into the microphone and if you acci- 
dentally touched the mouthpiece with your lip you got burned. 
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The phone segment of the band, incidentally, was only 50 kHz. 
wide at the extreme low end, 3500-3550 kHz. Most amateurs 
used loop modulation, just as we did. Some of the more ad- 
vanced type used grid, Heising or plate modulation. The latter 
two methods produced higher quality but required equipment 
the typical amateur did not have and could not afford. FM was 
not unknown but not used by amateurs except that produced 
incidentally with loop modulation. 


PRE- WWII CALL AREAS 


The call areas were different from today’s configuration, 
too. Only the first and fifth call areas were as they are today 
(2001). The 2nd call area was metropolitan New York City only 
- Long Island, New York City itself, a piece of southeastern 
New York State and a piece of Eastern New Jersey close to the 
city. The 3rd call area was the rest of New Jersey. southeastern 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware, D.C. and Virginia. The 
fourth call area was as today except for Virginia. The 6th call 
area then included Arizona, Utah and Nevada, which are now 
part of the 7th. The 8th call area then included most of Pennsyl- 
vania, most of New York State, Ohio, West Virginia and Michi- 
gan except its upper peninsula. The 9th call area comprised all 
the rest of the states: Kentucky. Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, North and South Dakota, 
Colorado and Michigan’s upper peninsula. There was no 0 call 
area until after WWII. In Canada, the western provinces of 
Alberta and British Columbia were Canada’s Sth call area, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan the 4th, Ontario the 3rd, Quebec 
the 2nd and the Maritime provinces the Ist. These were the 
only Canadian call areas. 

In those days, if you moved to a different call area you 
changed your call. You could operate as a “portable” for a 
limited time, using your “old” call with a portable indicator, but 
you had to make application for a modification of your station 
license. Similarly, you could operate temporarily from a loca- 
tion other than on your station license, but you had to notify 
the Commission (Federal Radio Commission until 1933, then 
the FCC took over) where you would be operating from and for 
how long. Alternatively, you could apply for a portable station 
license and get a different call for it, or you could obtain a 
separate call if operating a permanent station from a different 
call area. 


TRAFFIC HANDLING 


But enough of regulations. It is a complicated picture and 
there were many changes from year to year. Let’s get on with 
my personal history. 

In 1928 I was still operating 3NF without a license, perhaps 
more than Bunch as he chased girls, although he continued to 
maintain the station, often to my dismay putting us off the air 
while he made changes or decided to rebuild something or try 
something new. I was an operator, not a builder or experimenter. 
Bunch was the “compleat” amateur, seeking more technical 
knowledge and skill as well as high competence in operating. 
This lack of interest in the technical aspects of amateur radio 
has plagued me during my entire 70+ years of amateur radio 
experience. By this time I had reached a level of operating skill 
high enough to get bored with simply making ragchew or for- 
mula contacts. So I got interested in traffic handling. This was 
an activity undertaken by a great many amateurs during that 
period and for decades to come, and ARRL encouraged and 
fostered it with the “trunk line” concept. With Bunch’s encour- 
agement and participation (when he wasn’t chasing girls or 


monkeying with the equipment), several “schedules” were es- 
tablished, first in the “five point” system with a station in each 
of the four directions, and with a station in the nearest big 
metropolitan area, which was Philadelphia. These schedules 
were kept every week day. I remember we had difficulty setting 
up some of the schedules and those we did get set up were not 
always reliable, but Bunch and I (mostly I) kept our end reli- 
giously, and when the station at the other end too often failed 
to show up we (I) sought someone else. Traffic handling was a 
“big deal” in those days and we usually had no trouble in this 
regard; but continued reliability was a different matter, Even 
then, at age 16, I often contemplated the shortcomings of the 
system and sought solutions. It must have been in 1929 that I 
entered into extensive correspondence with W8DLG in 
Brooksville. PA. regarding a system of double-teaming of 
schedules to enhance reliability. I'm sure W8DLG (think his 
name was Gil). didn’t know I was a mere lad of 16 and not yet 
licensed (I signed myself “Geo, W3NF  ). The discussions, how- 
ever, came to naught and petered out. Maybe my immaturity 
gradually dawned on him and he lost interest. I mention it be- 
cause it was my first venture into traffic-handling leadership. 

W3NF became well known in traffic-handling circuits (at 
least in the northeast) and we were awarded a position on 
Trunk Line A, running from New York to San Francisco. Later 
we also participated on Trunk Line C, running from Maine to 
Florida. The Trunk Lines were an ARRL institution originally 
fostered by Hiram Percy Maxim but implemented by HQ even 
before WWI, reorganized in the twenties and going full blast 
into the thirties. By the time the U.S. got involved in WWII and 
amateur radio was again shut down there were 14 trunk lines in 
operation criss-crossing the U.S. in various. configurations. 
with another line in Canada. In those days. especially in the 
early thirties, spot frequency contacts were the exception rather 
than the rule. Trunk line stations were expected to keep their 
two TL schedules every week day, plus other schedules for the 
handling of traffic not destined for points along the line. For 
example. on Trunk Line A W3NF would keep a schedule with a 
station in or near New York City, the eastern terminus, and 
relay traffic going to or coming from an easterly or westerly 
direction. We would also keep a schedule with a TL station to 
the west, say Pittsburgh. That station would also keep a west- 
ern schedule, say with a station in or near Cincinnati. And so 
on to, say, Indianapolis, Chicago, St. Louis, Omaha, Denver, 
Salt Lake City and San Francisco. Each station along the line 
was expected to provide outlets and sources to north and south 
and nearby large cities, if any, The schedules were almost al- 
ways kept in the evening, sometimes in early morning, hardly 
ever during the day, not necessarily on any progressive time 
schedule, but at times convenient to the two operators in- 
volved. There were no “nets,” because spot frequency opera- 
tion was rare. W3NF, on its schedule with WSCGZ, might be 
on 3820 and WSCGZ on 3650. By the thirties, most stations 
were using crystal control, and the supply of crystals was lim- 
ited to those who could afford them. All traffic handling was 
done by CW. Voice operation was taking a foothold, but until 
years later took little serious participation in anything but ca- 
sual rag chewing. 

No schedules were kept on weekends, most holidays, and 
during the midsummer months (June through August) every- 
thing shut down. In the normal course, a message going from 
New York to San Francisco might take three or four days or, if 
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propagation and other factors intervened, as much as a week 
or longer. I kept thinking that there ought to be a better way of 
doing it, but never put such thoughts into specific action until 
many years later. 

GETTING ON 40 

Up to this point (1930), all our operation was on 80 meters. 
Bunch was acutely aware of the existence of higher frequency 
bands and their potential for daylight operation. We were so 
deeply involved in traffic handling that there was little oppor- 
tunity to explore 40 and 20 meters; but Bunch increasingly 
wondered what it would be like to operate in these higher fre- 
quency bands. He wound coils for our regenerative receiver so 
he could at least listen on 40 and was amazed to hear “nines” 
(signals from the 9th call area) coming through in broad day- 
light. * On 80 you could seldom hear them at night, and in the 
daytime only relatively local signals were audible, or some- 
times none at all. The age level of hams was considerably lower 
then than it is now. During the day a big segment of the ham 
population was in school or college or at work. I remember 
many times when I had an opportunity to operate in midday 
there were just no signals audible; but on 40 meters you could 
almost always hear signals, some of them 4’s and 9’s (remem- 
ber, the nearest 4’s were in North Carolina or Tennessee, the 
nearest 9’s in Kentucky or Indiana). I was content to stay on 
80, but Bunch wanted to get on 40, so one weekend, again to 
my dismay, I found we were off the air as Bunch made alter- 
ations to the transmitter to try to make it work on 40, and fash- 
ioning a 40 meter antenna. He succeeded, but the signal lacked 
stability and the results were not so good. He found we did not 
compete so well with the “big boys” on 40 as we did on 80. So 
now his ambition was to modify the 852 transmitter so it would 
work as well on 40 as it did on 80. This meant a lot of experi- 
menting. often to the detriment of our traffic-handling program, 
of which I was mainly in charge while Bunch spent his spare 
time” socializing or tinkering with the transmitter. We had some 
bitter quarrels about it, but I was always the loser. Bunch pre- 
vailed. I was almost thankful that his social activities (mostly 
with girls) greatly limited his on-the-air operations, but some- 
times he would leave the transmitter in an inoperative condi- 
tion and all my pleading would be ineffective. 

“Do it yourself.” he would snicker, knowing full well that I 
had neither the knowledge nor skill to restore the transmitter to 
operation. The sad part was that I had no desire to participate 
in that phase of amateur radio. I just wanted to operate. Even- 
tually, of course, I learned the basics much as I had learned the 
code, by osmosis, watching Bunch and emulating him: but I 
never even came close to matching his skill or know-how in 
construction or experimenting. I did eventually surpass him in 
operating and organizing ability, but not by much. All through 
our Amateur Radio careers I always came to Bunch (we later 
dropped this moniker and he became simply Ed) when I had 
any kind of a technical problem. 

FIRST LICENSE 

My technical shortcomings were such that I kept putting 

off taking my license test, but when a few eyebrows were raised,

in late 1929 I decided to do something about it. I applied for a 
“temporary” amateur license. This was just what the name im- 
plied, a license granted by the Federal Radio Commission (De- 
partment of Commerce) which would make operation legal until 
the applicant can take the written and code test under supervi- 
sion at an FRC testing point -in our case, in Philadelphia as the 
nearest place where such tests were given. It was conducted 
entirely by mail on the “honor system,” but was good only for 
one -year maximum, after which it became invalid unless the 
licensee took the regular test. During that year it conferred full 
amateur privileges. | had Bunch help me with the technical 
questions and copied a diagram out of QST. Cheating? Oh yes, 
I cheated, but Bunch had threatened to forbid me from operat- 
ing his station unless I got a license. The call assigned was 
W3AMR. The license was dated Feb. 5, 1930. I was “legal” at 
last. 

DX 

Back in 1927, when we were still struggling with our 210 
Hartley on raw a.c., we received a card from an SWL in England 
stating that he had heard us, but we didn’t believe it. We 
couldn’t work a 9 or a 4 unless conditions were exceptionally 
good, how could we be heard in England? After the “great 
discovery” of the RF choke and our contacts and range in- 
creased, we began to hear that some of our colleagues were 
working Englishmen on 80 meters. It was necessary to stay up 
quite late, e.g. after midnight, before they started coming 
through as the Englishmen started getting up. We usually went 
to bed before midnight, but one Friday night in January of 1929 
I decided to stay up and check out these reports. Sure enough, 
a few English hams were coming through, principally “Ham” 
White, G6WY. That is, he was the strongest. Other G stations 
were much weaker but audible. I called and called, but they 
always came back to someone else, so I went to bed, unable to 
stay awake longer. But during the day Saturday I gave much 
thought to the matter and the lure of “DX” started to infect me. 
I stayed up late again on Saturday night, and this tme GGWY 
finally answered my call. I let out a whoop, waking Bunch up. 

“If you can’t operate quietly,” he said, groggily, “you can 
get the hell out of here.” 

“But I’m working an Englishman!” I protested. 

“T don’t care who you're working. Do it quietly or get the 
hell out.” 

It was reminiscent of the time a couple of years before 
when, one crisp winter morning, I had worked 5QQ in Missis- 
sippi and 400 in Florida, waking Bunch up to inform him of 
this outstanding feat. He was never overly impressed, and not 
at all when he was awakened. I feared him because he had the 
power to take away my amateur radio fun, and he used it pur- 
posefully whenever he disapproved of anything I did as far as 
ham radio was concerned,
